On April 17, 1957, the same source advised that on 
February 28, 1957, another meeting was held at the Springfield 
V/oraen’s Club. About 21 people attended. This source reported 
that the meeting was also devoted to discussion of plans for 
establishing other groups throughout the county. A collection 
of $4.49 was secured by passing the hat. 

On April 17, 1957, this same source reported that 
another meeting was held on March l4, 1957, the Springfield 
Women’s Club, The meeting was attended by l6 people and 
presided over by the group’s President, W. J, Tipton, The 
Treasurer reported $1.51 on hand. The group discussed several 
segregation problems which had developed in the Jacksonville 
area. 

On April 2, 1957, this same source reported that this 
group met on March 28, 1957, at the Springfield VJomen’s Club.
